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INTRODUCTION 


The  list  of  fiction  for  the  high  school  library  is  of¥ered  to  meet  the  increasing 
demand  for  wholesome  and  entertaining  stories  for  high  school  pupils. 

The  list  was  prepared  by  Adeline  B.  Zachert,  Director  of  School  Libraries, 
in  cooperation  with  a  large  group  of  school  librarians  and  teachers.  The  read- 
ing interests  of  high  school  pupils  and  the  intrinsic  value  of  each  book  were 
the  chief  consideration  for  the  inclusion  of  titles.  As  an  aid  to  arouse  and 
hold  the  interest  of  those  pupils  who  have  not  yet  formed  a  reading  habit, 
some  books  were  included  to  serve  as  stepping  stones  to  better  books. 

Wherever  possible,  an  attractive,  moderately  priced  edition  was  chosen 
rather  than  a  cheap  reprint  or  textbook  type  of  edition,  since  the  purpose  of 
the  list  is  to  serve  as  recreational  reading  rather  than  class  assignment. 

As  the  books  in  this  list  are  likely  to  receive  hard  usage,  they  should  be 
bought  in  resewed  publishers'  bindings.  This  is  economy  in  the  end  even 
though  the  books  so  re-enforced  cost  a  little  more,  as  they  far  outlast  books 
in  ordinary  publishers'  bindings.
